Well may all who feel an interest in the cause of education, rejoice in

view of the success that has attanled th? efforts in behalf of our common 


schools. Not a word of complaimt has come to me the past year; nor do pa 
believe that there has been the least cause for disaffection o- fault-finding. ss 


There seems to have been in the main an economical expenditure of the 


public money, although we find a small balance unaccounted for in the — 


hands of the District Committees, which I have credited to incidental expen- 
ses. In the fourth district no incidental charges appear; the teachers wa- 


ges ectually amounting to 1 ore than all the money apportion21 to that dis- 


trict. 

In the third district the teacher’s report will show that more than sixteen 
per cent of the public money was taken for rent and other contingencies. 
Is such an expenditure lawful ? 

To the amount of public money we may add more than two hundred dol- 
lars paid by individuals as tuition in Academies and private Schools the 
past year—a sum in the aggregate sufficient t» give every scholar in town 
between the ages of four and twenty years more than six dollars tuition 
money. With the above facts in view, it only remains for us as guardians 
of the young, to act well our part, be.ieving that good comes of good, and 
eyil of evil. My thanks are due to the several Prudential Commi 
and all others who have manifested an interest in our Schools, by visiting — 
and encouraging the young to persevere in the duties before them. :
